Group 1, claim(s) 1-16, 22-32 and 43, drawn to a screening method for somatic cell 
nuclear reprogramming substance comprising contacting a somatic cell comprising a 
marker gene operably linked to a the expression control region of an ECAT gene with a 
test substance, and somatic cells. 

Group 2, claim(s) 21 , drawn to a substance derived for ES cells with the NAT1 gene 
destroyed. 

Group 3, claim(s) 33-41 , drawn to a selection method for ES-like cells comprising 
contacting a somatic cells comprising a marker gene operably linked to a the expression 
control region of an ECAT gene with a somatic cell nuclear reprogramming substance 
and selecting cells expressing the marker gene. 

Group 4, claim(s) 44-57 and 61-69, drawn to a screening method for a substance for the 
maintenance of undifferentiated state and pluripotency of ES cells, comprising 
contacting an ES cell comprising a marker gene operably linked to a the expression 
control region of an ECAT gene with a test substance in a medium not allowing the 
maintenance of pluripotency and determining the expression of the marker gene. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Mitsui et al teaches 
mice heterozygous for knockout of a Nanog gene and mouse ES cells comprising a 
Nanog knockout (page 635). Further, Chambers et al teach a screening method where 
ES cells express Nanog under the control of a constitutive promoter and where exposed 
to differentiation agents (page 647). Thus elements of the claimed invention were 
known to the artisan at the time of filing.
